I HE COLD rain yesterday, so un- 
characteristic for the season, 
drove many of the various law en- 
forcement people off 101st Ave. in 
Ozone Park. 

On a bright day, these people could 
stroll about and be unnoticed, but yes* 
terday on 101st Ave., they either had 
to find a place inside to stay or give 
up and return to their bases. As they 
were welcome nowhere on 101st Ave., 
store or doorway, they left. In a most 
surprising development, it was 
learned on 101st Ave. yesterday that 
among those who left because of the 
rain was a represe nta tive from either 
the Senate committee investigating 
the Iran-Contra affair, chaired by 
Sens. Daniel Inouye (D-Hawaii) and 
Warren Rodman (R-New Hampshire), 
or Contra special prosecutor Law* 
rence Walsh. It was unclear exactly 
which group. 

What is known is that people from 
one of these groups were in Ozone 
Park because of a reported $824,000 
payment in Contra aid ftinds to John 
Gotti. He is the reputed head of the 
Gambino crime fomily, whose head* 
quarters are in the brick-fronted Ber- 
gen Hunt and Pish Club on 101st Ave. 

This would make the second time in 
recent history it has been discovered 
that the Mafia has been used directly 
by the American government 

The first time was in the 1900s, 
when the CIA recruited Sam Gian- 
cana of Chicago, Santo Trafilcante of 
Tampa and Johnny Rosselli to assas- 
sinate Fidel Castro. 

The CIA agent who was reportedly 
involved at that time was nn» Thnm»« 
Clines. This time, die same Thomas 
tunes has been named in the Iran- 
Contra matter. Special prosecutor 
Lawrence Walsh has asked the Senate 
and House not to give Clines immuni- 
ty. He has consistently been named in 
stories, along with retired Gens. Rich- 
ard Second and John Singlaub.
